meet again an hour later. The in- 
termission was for 
the 
purpose of 


drawing up a communique announc- 
ing a disagreement. 


At first it had been reported that 


the recess was to give the

plan, but later it developed that the 
French held the Italian plan

There Js a curious phonographic in- 


strument, the invention of I'oulsen, 
capable of reversing the sounds of a 
word or sentence. A steel piano wire, 
carried on two spools, passes between 
the poles of a small electromagnet 10 
connected with a telephone transmit- 
ter that spoken words are magneti- 
cally recorded on the moving wire and 
reproduced in a receiving instrument. 
When the motion of the wire is direct, 
the words are heard ns in orrilmiry 
conversation, but If the motion is re- 
versed, the sounds come to the car 
in reverse order, like words spelled 
back-ward. To represent the order to 
which the reversed sounds strike th« 
ear, however, not only must-the order 
of the letter composing a word be re- 
versed, but each letter must Itself be 
reversed from right to left, as when 
reflected from a mirror.
